V-3. Inventive step (Art. 33(3) PCT) 

Closest prior art is seen in D2 since D2 also discloses selective histamine H3 
antagonists with a similar structure. The presently claimed compounds differ from the 
compounds disclosed in D2 in the addition of a second aryl ring. The problem to be 
solved was to find further compounds presenting this activity. D3 discloses biaryl 
compounds as histamine H3 antagonists, however, the biaryl part is separated from the 
pyrrolidinopyrrolide part by an ethylene spacer. It is not considered obvious to a man 
skilled to add a second aryl ring to the compounds of D2 in order to obtain further 
histamine H3 antagonists. 

The claims also fulfil Art. 33(3) PCT. 
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
